Buildings go up - and 
come down - at Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School

THE fire-damaged 
block of school¬ 
rooms at 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
Lower School is to 
be demolished and 
replaced with tem¬ 
porary classrooms. 

It was December 4 
last year when a fire 
broke out in a technolo¬ 
gy classroom at 8.30am 
as pupils were getting 
ready for a routine 
school day 

In the event, pupils 
were evacuated from the 
lower school while the 
Fire Service brought the 
blaze under control. 

Given that the lower 
school will be vacated 
entirely when the new 
school is completed at 
the Aberthin Road site, a 
temporary arrangement 
seemed the likely result. 

Now, the chief execu¬ 
tive of the Vale Council, 
John Maitland Evans, 
has taken the authority 
to “demolish Block Two, 


Cowbridge Lower 
Comprehensive School 
as a consequence of sig¬ 
nificant fire damage and 
to provide temporary 
classroom accommoda¬ 
tion for four classes”. 

The decision was 
agreed at a meeting of 
the Vale Council cabinet 
last week. 

When fire struck in 
December, around 400 
children were safely 
evacuated from the site 
and transferred to the 
town’s leisure centre. 

Shortly before the 
news of the demolition 
was announced, The 
GEM’s Philip Irwin was 
given a tour of the other 
side of the project - the 
building of the new 
school on Aberthin 
Road. 

The Vale Council 
confirmed that work is 
going to plan and is on 
schedule, with pupils 
likely to set foot in the 
building for the new 
school year in 
September 2010. 

In the meantime, large 


areas of the school 
grounds do like look - 
hardly surprising really 
- like a building site. 

However, the layout 
of the new buildings is 
starting to take shape. 
Existing buildings will 
also get a complete 
refurbishment before the 
opening date. 

In the meantime, staff 
were full of praise for 
the way pupils have 
adapted to some of the 
temporary arrangements 


THE VALE Council is 
to go ahead with a 
£60,000 deal with 
Cowbridge Charter 
Trust to repair a dam¬ 
aged stretch of the his¬ 
toric town walls. 

The decision was 
taken at last week’s cabi¬ 
net meeting of the Vale 
Council - although there 
is a certain amount of 
small print still to be 
taken care of. 

The section, near the 
library and Market Place 
tavern, urgently needs 
the repairs. Council offi¬ 
cers acknowledge that 
the trust has already 
established a track record 
in working with the 
council at this location, 


during the building. 

The same has applied 
to the staff, with the 
administration offices 
now in a temporary 
home alongside the 
school bus stop. 

The gymnasium was 
one of the first to be 
knocked down and a 
giant inflatable structure 
is now in its place, until 
the pupils get to use the 
promised, state-of-the- 
art sports facilities inf 
the new school. 


particularly in restora¬ 
tion. 

In fact, it looks as if 
the Vale Council will not 
have to find all the cash 
for this repair. Council 
officers point out: “...the 
statutory transfer of the 
Health Centre, located 
on Old Hall grounds, 
contains a provision for 
the Bro Morgannwg 
NHS Trust to reimburse 
the Vale Council one 
third of any cost properly 
incurred in repairing, 
maintaining or restoring 
the section of the town 
walls included in the 
transfer. 

“Therefore when the 
works are complete, the 
council may be entitled 


Of course, it is very 
early days yet, and 
Carillion, the builders, 
promised at an introduc¬ 
tory meeting for parents, 
that the new school site 
would be landscaped 
and planted with trees, 
shrubs, bushes and 
lawns - as well as sports 
fields.

to recover up to one third 
of actual expenditure 
incurred in the restora¬ 
tion of this section of the 
town walls.” 

The council officers 
also point out: 
“Restoration of the walls 
will reduce the risk of 
claims for compensation 
arising from injury or 
damage to property 
caused by collapse.” 

The Vale Council will 
be insisting on a legal 
agreement being drawn 
up between the trust and 
council. Finally, listed 
building consent and 
CADW agreement will 
be required before work 
can go ahead. 


Vale judge 
suspended 

JUDGE Gerald Price QC (60), of 
Cowbridge has been suspended while the 
Lord Chancellor investigates whether he 
has breached the judicial disciplinary 
code. 

The Office for Judicial Complaints confirmed that 
Judge Price will not preside over any cases until the 
outcome of an inquiry into the allegations. 

A spokeswoman said: “Having considered the 
allegations against Judge Price, the Lord Chief 
Justice and Lord Chancellor have decided that he 
should be suspended, pending the outcome of the 
investigation into his conduct.” 

The father-of-two is an Anglican lay preacher and 
unsuccessfully stood as a Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate at three elections. 


Town walls repair deal 


NEVAR group takes 
its case to Assembly 


CAMPAIGNERS 
who are opposing 
the Airport link 
road from the M4 
junction 34 at 
Pendoylan, are tak¬ 
ing their case to 
The Senedd - and 
Vale viewers will be 
able to watch on 
TV. 

The proceedings of 
the Assembly Petitions 
Committee are broad¬ 
cast on the internet. 

Anyone with a suit¬ 
able connection will be 
able to watch the cam¬ 
paigners put their case 
without leaving home 
next Tuesday (July 7). 

At the Petitions 
Committee, the 
NEVAR (No Ely Valley 
Airport Road) group is 
to formally raise the 
conduct of the public 
consultation exercise 
entitled ‘ Improving 
Access to Cardiff 
Airport'. 

A NEVAR 
spokesman told The 
GEM: “We have a 
number of key issues of 
concern. 

“The first is that 
there is no evidence of 
the need to improve 
access for private road 
vehicles to the airport. 

“Second, is that the 
study methods used to 
support the consultation 
exercise were flawed. 

“This will mean that 
any decision to spend 
more than £100m could 
be based upon very 
flimsy evidence.” 

He added that the 
Assembly seemed to 
have moved the goal¬ 
posts, because addi¬ 
tional developments 
were now included. 

The group argues 
that the Assembly is 


now placing an empha¬ 
sis on improving 
Culverhouse Cross, and 
giving better access to 
Barry, the Vale and 
Cardiff Airport. 

He concluded: “This 
puts the issue of airport 
access to fourth in the 
priorities, and could 
change how local peo¬ 


ple would like to see 
road improvements in 
the Vale dealt with.”

Llanblethian bus 
services ‘at risk’ 


The history of Crossways 
manor house explained

ON June 11, The GEM 
featured a page of old 
photographs unearthed 
by a member of Barry 
Philatelic Society 
Stamp and Postcard 
Club. 

The pictures were of 
Crossways manor 
house and Betty Alden, 
of Cowbridge Local 
History Society based 
at the Old Hall, was 
prompted to add this 
resume on its history: 

T HE family fea¬ 
tured in the 
photographs 
published in The 
GEM on June 11 is 
that of Sir William 
James Thomas, JP, 
colliery proprietor 
of Ynyshir, 

Rhondda. 

He bought Crossways 
in 1907 and sold it in 
1917, and the photos are 
dated about 1910. 

Crossways is a large 
house on the back road 
from Llanblethian vil¬ 
lage to Llysworney, 
with the appearance of 
being built around 1900. 

Parts date back to 
Tudor times, however, 
with the first ‘found’ 
document naming it 
‘Crossways’being dated 
1700. It was owned at 
that time by the Deeres, 
a family of Vale 


landowners, then passed 
in 1787 to the Revd 
Henry Jones of 
Penmark. 

It was farmed by a 
number of tenants, 
including from 1822 to 
1853, by members of 
the Entwisle family who 
had settled in and 
around Llanblethian 
from Rochdale, 
Lancashire. 

There was a very pro¬ 
ductive fruit garden 
then...”a dozen and a 
half fine 

peaches...upwards of a 
thousand taken off 
green from the trees” (to 
quote a Llanblethain 
resident at the time). 

By 1859, the Revd 
WH Beever farmed 
there. He was headmas¬ 
ter of Cowbridge 
Grammar School, but 
also an expert on 
Shorthorns. 

He lived at the 
school, so had one of 
his workers living in the 
house. 

By 1881, Crossways 
was owned and occu¬ 
pied by Ralph Thurstan 
Bassett and his family, a 
wealthy farmer and land 
agent who employed a 
governess for his two 
daughters, and also 
seven servants. 


He was a JP, Master 
of Foxhounds and 
responsible for the 
house’s reconstruction. 

There were two own¬ 
ers after his death 
(including William 
Thomas featured in the 
photographs), before the 
house was bought in 
1917 by Owen Williams, 
a shipowner from the 
Lleyn peninsular. 

Owen and his brother 
had founded the Silurian 
Steamship Company in 
Cardiff and then the 
Golden Cross Line to 
run Mediterranean liner 
services and tramp serv¬ 
ices to Argentina. 

In 1917, Owen 
Williams, aged 55, mar¬ 
ried 17-year-old 
Margaret Thomas, the 
daughter of a Pontypridd 
mining engineer, and 
spared no expense on the 
house or his young 


bride. Crossways was 
lavishly decorated, fur¬ 
nished and also extend¬ 
ed, but by 1924, Owen 
Williams’s fortune 
evaporated; his wife left 
him for an Indian noble¬ 
man (cricketer 
Ranjitsinshi) and the 
Crossways estate was 
sold off. 

In 1930, the house 
became a convalescent 
annexe for the Prince of 
Wales orthopaedic hos¬ 
pital, with many long- 
stay children here hav¬ 
ing schooling. 

Some of the former 
nursing staff, and 
patients, will still be in 
the Cowbridge area 
today. 

Crossways was re¬ 
established as a private 
residence in 1964, and 
has since been convert¬ 
ed into apartments, with 
part of the house run as 
a country house guest 
house.

VALE ‘Flying Vet’ Maurice 
Kirk is likely to stand trial on 
charges relating to the posses¬ 
sion of a vintage firearm. 

Mr Kirk was charged last week with 
unlawfully possessing a Lewis 
machine gun, between January 1, 2008 
and June 23, 2009. 

He was also charged with attempt¬ 
ing to sell or transfer the weapon with¬ 
out the proper authority. 

Magistrates in Barry granted Mr 
Kirk conditional bail and referred the 
case to Cardiff Crown Court. 


On June 25 in Cardiff, the prosecu¬ 
tion successfully appealed against the 
decision to allow Mr Kirk bail and he 
was remanded in custody to appear 
again on July 6. 

Last year, Mr Kirk hit national head¬ 
lines when he was arrested by US 
authorities near President Bush’s ranch 
in Texas.

Cowbridge’s museum 
remembers wartime 


LAST weekend’s 
observance of 
Armed Forces Day 
has prompted a 
spokesman for 
Cowbridge Town 
Hall Museum to 
point to a number 
of exhibits that 
recall the contribu¬ 
tions of local people 
in both World 
Wars. 

David Pierce told The 
GEM: “The military col¬ 
lection in cell four 
includes the uniform and 
decorations of Pilot 
Officer David Watts, 


who was shot down in 
1941. 

“There is also the 
Military Medal presented 
to Sgt JL Williams in 
1943 and, from the First 
World War, a decorative 
postcard sent from 
France by Robert 
Thomas, as well as the 
certificate given to him 
on his safe return.” 

Mr Pierce continued: 
“The home front is not 
forgotten, with photo¬ 
graphs and a certificate 
recording the work of 
Cowbridge WI. 

“There are many other 
items of interest, includ¬ 
ing weapons dating from 
much older wars - all 


found locally.” 

The items include a 
spearhead, a socketed 
axe, small bore ammuni¬ 
tion, and a George IV 
sword and scabbard. 

He added: “On a 
lighter note, we have toy 
soldiers found in 2004 on 
the premises of David 
Barnes Cleaners. We 
invite visitors to guess 
how old they are. 

“The museum is open 
between 10.30am and 
4pm on the first Saturday 
of each month, and at 
other times by special 
arrangement. New vol¬ 
unteers and supporters 
are always welcome.” 


explained that street 
trading is covered by a 
government act which 
allows local authorities 
to recover fees when 
issuing trading con¬ 
sents.

they’re likely to think: 


‘I can’t be bothered, it’s 
all too much hassle’. 

“I understand that 
events in Barry and 
Penarth have suffered in 
a similar way. 

“The idea of the 
Victorian Fayre is to 
bring lots of people into 
Llantwit to promote the 
town, and the more 
stalls the better. That is 
likely to encourage peo¬ 
ple to revisit the town. 

“Ideally, we want 
more stalls in the old 
part of Llantwit, but 
stretching to the more 
modem area too.” 

Coun Downe added 
that in the poor econom¬ 
ic climate, the case for 
not charging small 
traders was compelling. 

“In a recession surely 
the charge could be 
waived to encourage 
more people to get 
involved - the last thing 
we want is for events to 
die a death.” 


12-month community 
order for the former

A FORMER sub¬ 
postmaster at 
Rhoose Post Office 
has been sentenced 
to 12 months com¬ 
munity service after 
admitting fraud.

The over¬ 
whelming majority of 
people who work in our 
branch network are pro¬ 
fessional, honest and pro¬ 
vide the highest stan¬ 
dards of service possible 
and so it is always disap¬ 
pointing when that trust 
is breached. 

“When incidents 
occur, and after estab¬ 
lishing the facts, we take 
the most appropriate 
action applicable under 
the circumstances.”

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COUNCIL SETS UP PUBLIC 
MEETING ON METRIX PLAN 


A PUBLIC meeting 
to discuss the 
Metrix develop¬ 
ment at St Athan is 
to be organised by 
Llantwit Major 
Town Council in 
the Llantonian Hall 
at 7.30pm on 
Wednesday, July 
15. 

Coun Gwyn John 
reported on the meeting 
held between the town 
council and Llanmaes 
Community Council to 
discuss the application 
for the Defence 
Technical College, 
which has been lodged 
with the Vale Council. 

Coun John said that 
the two main issues for 
Llanmaes were the new 
road being built off the 
by-pass, and the plans 
for 169 new service 
houses near the village. 

“Llanmaes has got a 
lot more issues than we 
have as a town council. 
We may wish to support 
them in their objections 
to this road. The garage 
of Rose Cottage is being 
demolished for this road 
to go through. 

“It will have a huge 
impact on Llanmaes and 
the Millands caravan 
site.” 

He pointed out that 
Llanmaes Community 
Council had discussed

the application in depth, there were a number of 


and was putting together 
its objections. 

“The new road will 
also have an impact on 
people living in 
Monmouth Way and in 
Boverton,” he stated. “I 
don’t know what impact 
these new houses will 
have on flooding prob¬ 
lems downstream in 
Boverton. 

“There are also fears 
that this could be the 
thin edge of the wedge 
to enable further devel¬ 
opment to take place 
along the by-pass road 
which is part of our 
parish. That’s for the 
future.” 

Coun John reported 
that a petition was being

“We need a mandate 
from the people for this 
council to proceed,” he 
added.

Coun John observed 
that the scheme had 
changed since it was 
originally proposed, and 



“They have turned the 
scheme down to upgrade 
our shopping centre. We 
must try to get this fund¬ 
ing and more,” he urged. 

Coun Dave Lane said 
that schools were a 
major issue: “There has 
been money found to 
replace Cowbridge and 
Penarth Comprehensive 
schools, but nothing to 
replace Llantwit so far. 

“We know that 500 
additional houses in total 
are being built within the 
catchment area of our 
schools and we will have 
to provide extra school 
places, which must be 
ready within five years. 

“The authorities do 
know about this, but 
they are not providing 
the funding.” 

Coun Gwyn John felt 
it was important that 
when the meeting took 
place the town council 
did not state that it 
objected to the project: 
“We will be looking at 
the objections raised by 
residents to the road and 
the houses. 

“My understanding 
was that the houses were 


to be built at St Athan on 
land adjoining the cur¬ 
rent married quarters. I 
was told that they were 
purchasing land there. 

“Until mid-March, I 
was not aware that they 
were putting 169 of 
these houses so close to 
us. We would always 
have had the impact on 
schools. We need sup¬ 
port and this is being 
discussed at the next 
partnership meeting with 
Jane Hutt, AM. 

“We need to be con¬ 
centrating on the issues 
affecting our residents in 
our community.” 

The town council had 
to give people the oppor¬ 
tunity to express their 
views at a public meet¬ 
ing: “If people do not 
attend, so be it.” 

The council agreed to 
stage the meeting and 
Coun Faulkner stated 
that people needed a 
platform to discuss the 
impact of the plan. 

Coun Dave Lane said 
the message was that the 
community was not 
opposed to the Metrix 
Development but the 
application needed some 
fine tuning. 

The meeting will be 
attended by a delegation 
from Metrix and officers 
from the Welsh 
Assembly, along with 
AM Jane Hutt. 

Resident Mick Lobb 
was permitted to speak 
and revealed that 300 
people had signed a peti¬ 
tion in Boverton and 
there were still some 
houses to visit. 

“There’s support for 
the Defence Academy, 
but not at the expense of 
the people already living 
locally. 

“Lots of issues will be 
raised at the public 
meeting,” he said. 

Coun John said objec¬ 
tions raised at this meet¬ 
ing would be discussed 
by the council on July 
30, and would help to 
formulate its observa¬ 
tions to the Vale on the 
plan.

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AMs raise doubts 
about Severn Barrage 
project in Senedd

SOUTH Wales AMs 
have used a discus¬ 
sion in The Senedd 
to raise doubts 
about the project to 
build a 10-mile long 
barrage across the 
Severn estuary 
from Lavernock 
Point in Penarth to 
Brean Down at 
Weston super 
Mare. 

However, as the 
scheme comes under 
the jurisdiction of the 
UK Government, the 
AMs cannot, at the 
moment, take any deci¬ 
sion on the issue. 

The Vale 

Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate Alun 
Cairns has come out 
against the proposal. 

He said: “It would be 
an ecological disaster. 
We would lose the mud 
flats along the coast 
which are the habitat for 
thousands of birds. 

“In any case, large 
public sector projects 
like this inevitably end 
up years behind sched¬ 
ule and millions of 
pounds over budget. 

“They are also never 
as effective as originally 
promised because of the 
hype and spin that goes 
on.” 

Similar reservations 


were expressed by Plaid 
Cymru AM Chris 
Franks, who asked for a 
Ministerial statement on 
the possibility of using 
tidal reefs rather than a 
Severn Barrage to har¬ 
ness wave power. 

The AM who organ¬ 
ised a packed Penarth 
meeting on the proposed 
Severn Barrage earlier 
this year, believes tidal 
reefs should be consid¬ 
ered carefully. 

He said: “Penarth res¬ 
idents could be hit the 
hardest by a large scale 
Severn Barrage. The dis¬ 
ruption caused by the 
construction work would 
last for 10 years - a 
decade of chaos.” 

Mr Franks echoed Mr 
Cairns’ concerns about 
the environment. He 
said: “Conservation 
groups such as the Royal 
Society of the Protection 
of Birds have advocated 
a tidal reef, which offers 
an alternative to the 
Severn Barrage scheme 
at less cost and with 
higher electricity output. 

“It also would main¬ 
tain the habitats upon 
which birds depend, and 
cause less harm to fish 
species. Surely, any 
assessment of the poten¬ 
tial of tidal power 
should look carefully at 


this option.” 

Mr Cairns said that he 
too was in favour of 
more research into the 
option of tidal lagoons. 

The Leader of the 
House, Carwyn Jones 
AM, commented: “I am 
informed that funding is 
being put in to look at 
alternative forms of 
energy. 

“When it comes to the 
Severn Barrage - 
although it is not a 
devolved issue - there 
are, undoubtedly, envi¬ 
ronmental questions that 
will need to be 
addressed before any 
progress is made. 

“Even if the engineer¬ 
ing has been worked 
out, the environmental 
questions remain.” 

The RSPB Cymru’s 
policy advocate, Raoul 
Bhambral, speaking 
after the Assembly dis¬ 
cussion, said: “We have 
a golden opportunity to 
build something on the 
Severn which could 
become the global stan¬ 
dard for environmental- 
ly-friendly tidal power 
schemes. 

“What the UK 
Government has actually 
done is to make a flawed 
shortlist of projects 
based on cost, without 
any consideration of the 


environmental impact. 
This is completely back 
to front and is not an 
example of sustainable 
development at all.” 

Alun Cairns said that 
an important considera¬ 
tion in his eyes was the 
huge increase in the 
demand for sand, aggre¬ 
gates and cement that 
the project would create 
- resulting in even more 
sand dredging in the 
Bristol Channel. 

He claimed: “We 
have already seen beach¬ 
es along the channel 
denuded of their sand. 

“Porthcawl is just one 
example of where the 
sand has literally disap¬ 
peared. It is sucked off 
the beaches back into 
the holes left by dredg¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Cairns’ claim is 
one that the dredging 
industry has always 
strongly contested. They 
point to the fact that the 
prevailing current runs 
east along the coast, and 
that between the coastal 
beaches and sand banks 
such as Nash Bank is a 
three-mile strip of rock. 

They argue that, 
although the mental pic¬ 
ture of sand banks 
‘hoovering up’ sand 
from the beaches three 
miles away is an emo¬ 
tive image, it has no 
basis in science.

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PYLE PONY 
WAS LEFT 
TO SUFFER 
AFTER 
‘HEARTLESS 
NEGLECT’ 


THE RSPCA this 
week made an 
urgent appeal for 
information, after a 
Shetland pony with 
feet so twisted and 
overgrown that it 
couldn’t stand 
properly, was found 
grazing on land in 
the Pyle area. 

The dun pony 
(greyish brown) 
Shetland gelding was 
discovered on the out¬ 
skirts of Pyle and, 
although it seemed to 
be in reasonable phys¬ 
ical condition, its 
hooves were over¬ 
grown. 

Its front feet had 
started to twist into a 
corkscrew shape, 
making it difficult for 
the pony to stand, a 
spokesman reported. 

An RSPCS 
spokesman said: 

“A local vet esti¬ 
mated that the pony is 
between seven and 
nine years of age and 
confirmed that the 


animal had experi¬ 
enced unnecessary 
suffering due to the 
neglect of his feet. 

“The landowner, 
who wishes to remain 
anonymous, thinks 
that the pony may 
have been left in the 
field for about a 
month, and said that 
sometimes his land is 
used for unauthorised 
grazing.” 

The pony is now in 
the RSPCA’s care said 
RSPCA inspector Julie 
Fadden. 

She said: “This 
pony was subjected to 
heartless neglect, hob¬ 
bling painfully on 
overgrown hooves. 

“It’s vital that we 
receive more informa¬ 
tion from the public, 
and I’d urge anyone 
with knowledge of this 
incident to contact us 
as soon as possible.”

“Plaid welcomes the 
improvements that have 
clearly been made in rail

“Missing out stations 
must be a last resort 
because it damages the 
confidence of the travel¬ 
ling public in our rail 
services and can mean 
people missing impor¬ 
tant appointments, such 
as job interviews.” 

In a letter to Mr 
Franks, Arriva Trains 
Wales’ commercial 
director, Mike Bagshaw 
stated: “I can confirm 
that we do have a 
process of service recov¬ 
ery which is implement¬ 
ed when train services 
have been delayed on 
this line of route. 

“This will involve 
trains running ‘fast’, 
omitting some station 
stops along a sector of 
the route, thereby ensur¬ 


ing that we restore the 
advertised train service 
as quickly as possible. 

“The decision to 
implement service 
recovery is not taken 
lightly but it does ensure 
that it minimises incon¬ 
venience to the majority 
of our customers on all 
routes within the Valleys 
Lines network, and the 
fact that services are 
very frequent. 

“Treforest is not the 
only stop to be affected, 
as usually the contin¬ 
gency applies to those 
stops which lie between 
Cardiff Queen Street 
and Pontypridd. 

“Other stations which 
would also most likely 
be affected are those 
between Cardiff Central 
and Penarth, Cardiff 
Central and Barry Island 
and Cardiff Queen 
Street and Caerphilly.”

SCOUT LEADERS GET CRASH COURSE IN CAMP SKILLS 



VALE District 
Scouts recently 
invited new leaders, 
interested parents 
and committee 
members to join a 
weekend camp to 
take part in some of 
the more traditional 
Scouting skills.

'Europe remains the 
best way to safeguard 
British interests../ 


R oger

SHAW’S 

remarks (GEM let¬ 
ters, June 2) goes to 
the heart of why we 
are members of the 
EU. 

Successive govern¬ 
ments have believed that 
EU membership is sim¬ 
ply the best way to pur¬ 
sue our strategic national 
interests in matters such 
as trade or climate 
change, which transcend 
national borders. 

The reason we have in 
Europe a single market 
of 500 million con¬ 
sumers is due in consid¬ 
erable part to Britain’s 
influence. It is not a 
question of our being 
‘outnumbered’. 

Secondly, while the 
European Commission 
can propose legislation, 
it cannot enact legisla¬ 
tion. That can only be 
done by the European 
member states them¬ 
selves acting with the 
European Parliament. 

Those who tell us that 
80 per cent of our laws 
are made by the EU (I 
really would like to 
know the original source 
of this figure) should 
also differentiate 
between regulations, 
such as those on car 
headlight size (which are 
not what most people 
would consider to be the 


‘laws’), and Acts of 
Parliament. 

On all important mat¬ 
ters, Britain retains a 
veto - but vetoes are a 
two-edged sword. When 
Britain is trying to pro¬ 
mote reform - and a 
majority of other coun¬ 
tries agree - we don’t 
want one country veto¬ 
ing our proposal. 

It is better for every¬ 
one if vetoes are reduced 
to the absolute mini¬ 
mum. As in most other 
walks of life, you get 
more of the important 
things you want by mak¬ 
ing concessions on some 
of the minor. 

In this regard, the 
Lisbon Treaty will help 
the EU to work better - 
something acknowl¬ 
edged by the govern¬ 


ments of all 27 member 
states. It is not an ideal 
treaty, but it is better 
than the current treaty of 
Nice and will, for 
instance, ensure that we 
go on having a British 
member of the European 
Commission. 

No parliament can 
bind its successor. It 
would be open to David 
Cameron, if he wins the 
election, to withdraw 
British co-operation 
from our partners and to 
abrogate the Treaty. 

That he does not pro¬ 
pose to do so, reflects 
his view that while the 
EU may not be perfect, 
it is by far the best 
mechanism for pursuing 
British global interests.

Abused family: 

council disciplines

The ramblers at 
FIVE walkers 
joined Joy on a 
humid, dry Sunday 
morning for a trip 
to the picturesque 
Wye Valley. 

Starting from Tintem 
village under the back¬ 
drop of the tall, beauti¬ 
ful, skeletal ruins of the 
abbey, condemned to 
ruination following the 
dissolution during the 
reign of Henry VIII, they 
set off through the vil¬ 
lage that attracted the 
painter Turner and poet 
Wordsworth to visit in 
times gone by. 

They admired the new 
benches at the village 
church and the carved 
information boards along 
their route, before join¬ 
ing grassy meadows 
beside the River Wye 
which led to Brockweir, 
once a thriving port and 
ship building area. 

Crossing into England 
over the river bridge, 
built in 1904-6 they 
could see the Moravian 
Church (opened in May 
1833) following prob¬ 
lems with drunkenness, 
fighting and stealing that 
occurred because the vil¬ 
lage had 16-pubs and no 
place of worship! 

Then it was time for 
the gradual climb uphill 
through the horse and 
pony rescue centre to 
reach fields where they 
paused for morning cof¬ 
fee overlooking a mist- 
covered St Briavels 
Common. 

They eventually 
reached the small village 
of Hewelsfield, its hous¬ 
es clustered around the 
focal point, the Church 
of St Mary Magdalene, 
built on Saxon founda¬ 
tions with a 1,300-year 
old yew tree in the 
churchyard. 

The foliage was above 
waist height as the group 
followed a boggy foot¬ 
path through woods, 
glad of the shelter from 
a shower of rain and 
they emerged later into 
fairly flat meadows lead¬ 
ing them towards St 
Briavels, situated at 800 
feet above the River 
Wye. 

As misty rain fell, it 
was decided to use a seat 
under a tree and the bus 
shelter for cover during 
lunch. 

Smiles broke out 
when one of the locals, 
passing in his car, yelled 
out of the window in his 
Gloucestershire burr, 
‘There’s no bus until 
Tuesday!’ 

The group then cir- 


Hudnalls Wood. 

cumnavigated St 
Briavels Castle, built as 
a stronghold during the 
12th century. 

During its life, it has 
been the administrative 
centre for the Royal 
Forest of Dean, a prison, 
a school, a private 
dwelling and now it is a 
popular youth hostel. 

They descended to the 
valley floor covered with 
golden ripening barley 
fields towards Bigsweir 
that contains no houses, 
just a bridge spanning 
the Wye and built in 
1827 as part of the new 
turnpike road. 

Then, reaching part of 
Offa’s Dyke path came a 
steep climb through 
Hudnalls wood, where 
one of the group collided 
with an overhanging 
branch and took a tum¬ 
ble, but quickly recov¬ 
ered. 

They began the slow 
descent by pretty sunken 
paths and restricted lanes 
where the grass and net¬ 
tles were shoulder high 
to emerge at the back of 
Brockweir. 

Their return was made 
along the bank of the 
Wye, then downhill to 
the disused old Wye 
Valley railway line and 
across the footbridge 
that served the old wire- 
works, back to Tintern.

THERE was joy for 
two Vale schools at the 
Cardiff and the Vale 
Schools under-14 and 
under-16 A Cup Final 
at Jenner Park.

“I don ’t believe it 
deserved a card ... This is 
sport.... This is great...This 
is what it's all about... ” 

HAT was the outra¬ 
geous reported 
response of South 
Africa’s head coach, 

Peter de Villiers, to an act 
of unprovoked thuggery 
that could have ended the 
career of a talented 
young rugby player and 
possibly cost him his 
sight, in the second Test 
against the British and 
Irish Lions. 

Within seconds of the start 
in Pretoria on Saturday, burly 
flank forward Schalk Burger, 
a former IRB world player of 
the year winning his 50th cap, 
was clearly seen gouging the 
eyes of prostrate Lions’ wing 
Luke Fitzgerald. 

The shocking incident took 
place in full view of the match 
officials and millions of TV 
viewers around the world - 
who expected to see the cul¬ 
prit get his marching orders 
with an instant red card for 
dangerous play. 

Instead, he was merely 
admonished with 10 minutes 
in the ‘sin bin’. 

Nor was his the only 
unpalatable act by ‘win-at-all- 
costs’ Springbok bully boys, 
who became increasingly des¬ 
perate and ill-disciplined as 
for once they found them¬ 
selves mastered up front. 

By the end of this at times 
brutal encounter, the Lions’ 
camp looked like a casualty 
clearing station, with five of 
the key figures at the heart of 
their heroic effort hospi¬ 


talised, and four of them out 
of the third and final Test in 
Johannesburg this Saturday - 
centres Jamie Robinson and 
Brian O’Driscoll - and Welsh 
props Gethin Jenkins and 
Adam Jones. 

Jones, cornerstone of a 
pack that had shackled and 
contained the vaunted home 
eight, was cynically targeted 
by Bakkies Botha for a delib¬ 
erate off-the-ball shoulder 
charge which dislocated his 
shoulder. 

With the two Lions props 
off the field, the shaken 
Springbok pack found uncon¬ 
tested scrums more to their 
liking and with the Lions’ 
midfield also a critically- 
weakened force, the home 
team gradually got back on 
terms; having shown glimpses 
of their undoubted worth with 
three well-taken tries. 

Even so, the final outcome 
was still in doubt deep into 
extra time, and seemingly 
heading for a 25-25 draw, 
after the immaculate Stephen 
Jones had calmly kicked a late 
penalty; only for this to be 
dramatically capped by a 53- 
yard howitzer by late South 
African replacement Morne 
Steyn with the final kick of 
the match - to steal a narrow 
victory and settle the series 
with one Test to go. 

As a relieved Springbok 
camp celebrated, deep down 
they (and their head coach) 
knew that the outcome of this 
ill-humoured clash could have 
been quite different if, as 
should have been the case, the 
world champions had been 
forced to play with 14 men for 
all of the game, or even 13 
after the Botha incident! 

For this, they should give 


thanks for the lax control of 
referee Christophe Berdos 
and his ‘assistant’ Bryce 
Lawrence, who chose to 
ignore deliberate foul play 
that merited two red cards - 
not the single yellow card 
intended only for an infringe¬ 
ment of the rules. 

One wonders why the TV 
match official, who obviously 
saw what the global audience 
witnessed, could not have had 
the power to intervene when 
the referee failed to apply the 
automatic red card in such 
clear-cut circumstances. 

In contrast to his non-reac¬ 
tion to the blatant off-the-ball 
targeting of Adam Jones, the 
referee was quick to penalise 
Ronan O’Gara for his careless 
powder-puff challenge on 
Fourie de Preez, which finally 
decided the outcome of the 
match and of the series. 

The fact that Springboks 
Burger and Botha were after¬ 
wards cited for foul play and 
have since received brief sus¬ 
pensions gave little comfort to 
the aggrieved tour manage¬ 
ment.

Of necessity, it will be a 
damage-limitation exercise and 
we can only hope that the final 
stage of the Lions’ tour will not 
see a repeat of the unseemly 
scenes that marred a gripping 
encounter, demeaned the world 
champions ’ achievement in 
winning the Test series - and 
won few friends outside South 
Africa.
